In the Lee Earvey Oswald case charged with shooting ^reeldent John i. Kennedy on 
Hoventer 22, 1963 at atcut 12S35 po near the underpass. 

1. From 8 search of the Texas School Book repository building on the 6th flocor 
a 6.S caliber Carcario CPrblne rifle # C 2766, raotmted with a 0-10 Japanese scope. 
This rifle was found partially hidden under some boxes near the back stairvay. 

2. ?Ie8r « front vindov at the Eo-jtheast comer of the building on the same 
floor vere three spent cartridge cases, 6.? in caliber. These vere protected for 
pictures and prints, and after this was done It was found that the rifle cctained 
one loaded cartrldEe in the chsrsher, 

3. It. Tar of V^e Crime Lab was able to pet a palm print from orie of the boxes 
under th^^s vindov which proved to be Lee I^arvey Osvald's r.Hnt. A thuiBb print vaa 
*lso found at this ssree location. 

L. The Crime Lab was al le to get a pelis print fror-: the underside of the gun 
barrel nesr the end of the fcreErlp, and a partial print was lifted fron the trigper 
housing of the rifle. 

5. One large piece of brovn vraprliig paper fitting the description of one used 
by Oswald in bringing a large package to work on the morning of the murder, V;e later 
found that Puell V.'eeley Frazier, 2L39 V.'. 5th Street, Irving, Texas had gl'sen Oswald 
a ride to work on the roming of the killing, and both he and his sister, Llnnl« 
r^ae Fandle, saw Oswald put a lonp pacVage wrapped in s hesvy brown paper in the 
back seat of the ear. *fter arrlvinf it work, KoFley Frazier saw Oswald take this 
packape and take it with him into the building. This paper was shaped like a crude 
baip, large enough to carry this rifle. This was also found on the 6th floor. 
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6. V.WLle ve vere still searching the tiiilding, Kr. i^oy i'. Truly, 1)932 ''ade 
DriTe, reported to ub thst one of his men vas miESing, a Iiee ^^arvey Osvald, »hose 
address was 2$1S V.'. Street, Irvir-g, Texas. ke also found that this lan had 
been stopped by Officer «. L. Baiter i*ile coming down th« rtsirs. Mr. Csker says 
that tie st0CT»d tMs rcan on the third or fourth floor on the stairway, tut as Mr. 
Troiy identified hin as one of the employees, he was released. Aftfer seeing that 
this man was apparently rnnninp, two of the detectives and mj'self left the building 
end came to the office for an identification check and other infomistion, and soon 
found that he was the sare nan who had shot Officer Tlrpit. 

7. A bullet taken from the stretcher used to csrry the Governor Into the 
hospital and fragments of a built taken from Governor Connally's body were turned 
over to the F. B, I. who made an examination and, as shown in our report fron: there, 
these were fired from this same rifle. 

8. One sport shirt that Oswald was wearing at the time of hie airest was sent 
to the F. E. I. Crime Lab along with a blanket that Krs. '^swald said the gun 
had been wrapped in while being kept in the garage at the home of Mrs. Ruth Paine 
in Irving. The F. E. I. examination *ows that parts of each of these materials 
could have been the ones that they recovered froi the gun. 

9. Mrs. Harvey 1-ee Oswald Identified the rifle as resembling the one she had 
seen In the parage In Irving. 

10. During the search of the parage at J^rs. Maine's home in Irving where 
Oswald had stored some of his possession?, officers recovered tvo pictures of Lee 
Hsrvey Oswald posing with a pun that looked identical to the pun found and wearing 
a pistol reserabling the pistol used to kill Cf fleer Tlrpit, Ve were able to find 
by checking Oswald's former addresses where this picture was Bade in a back ysrd 
at 21ij W, Heeley.

11. Tn t^e satre fsrage officers foMn'i two sdvertlseraentf clirped frcr. sorae 
mapasine *.OKin? tMe Sfr.c type <rar\ offered for sale l-y Kleins of Chicago. 

V>. In Oswald's purfe vas found an identification card and a registration 
card be^rlnf the name of Alex Kjdell. 

13. Postal Insrectors pave «8 information that at one time a box had been 
rented in the nana of Alex Kidell. The handwriting on this application vaa 
identified as that of Oswald. It vas ascertained that the gun was shipped by 
Kleins of Chicago to this box. Postal Inspectors were also aVle to find the 
money order itself used to pay for the gun. This inforitation is not complete 
in our files, as we are waiting for some Infoncatlon froic one of the Postal 
Inepeotors who is 111 at this tine. 

IL. - In Oswald's billfold was identification Identifying hiic as a member of 
the Fair Play for Cuba organiBatlon. Ife told ne that he was at one tioe secretary 
of the ^ew Orleans branch and that the headquarters of this organization was In 
New TorV, 

15. We found letters showing that Oswald had been corresponding with 'mold 
Johnson end V. T. Lee. Photostats of these are attached. 

16. Osvald had In his possession a notebook containing the nswes of Russian 
friends, telephone nurirer and part of General walker's name, F. E. I, Agent Vvilliam 
Hosty's name and license number of his car. This is the agent who had been check- 
ing Oswald and his wife. 

17. A bus transfer was found in Oswald's pocket and identified by the bus driver 
who carried Oswald' a short distance after the killing. 

18. Oswald was positively identified by a cab driver, Killlaia Whaley, as the 
r.an he picked up near the Greyhound bus station, which is where Oswald left the bus, 
and took hira to the 500 block tl, Beckley near where Oswald had a room. 
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19. In searcMnc Oswald's roor st l'^26 N. PecVley a Bsp of t>e City of rellaa 
was found vltb markings on It, one of vhic'^ looked to he the seene of the shooting. 
There vas also vhat looked to be cojcpraniEtic literature. 

20. Oswald was carrying, at the time of his arrest in the Texas Theater, a 
Smith and Wesson .38 caliber revolver, serial f 510210. lliis is the sane caliber 
gun Officer Tippit was ^ot vith vhen he stopped Oswald. 

21. Two empty .38 cartridge cases were found by Barbara Jeanette Tavis and 
Virginia Bavis in front of their home, IjOO E, Tenth Street, where they had seen 
Oswald throw tt-sem as he was reloading his gun. Four bullets verc recovered from 
Officer Tippit' s body and vere of the same caliber as the gun Oswald was arrested 
with. 

22. Felen Karkham, 3?B E. Kinth Street, saw Oswald shoot Officer Tippit and 
rorltJvely identified bin In a lineup. Officer Tippit was *ot at 1:18 pm on 
Koverabar ??, I963 in front of IjOO F. Tenth ftreet. Several other witnesses 
Identified bin as the man seen runnlnf from the scene and toward the theater. 

V?. W. Scogglns of 3I3S Alaska saw Oswald shoot Officer Tippit and identified him In 
a lineup. 

23. fee have from forty to fifty affidavits to substantiate all of this evidence. 
The complaint vas filed on Lee ^arvey Oswald for the Tippit riurder at 7:05 pn 

on November 22, I963. After reviewing the evidence with District Attorney iienry 
V;ade and his assistant, Bill Alexander, and Jim Allen, former prosecutor, I filed 
a complaint on Oswald fcr the killing of President John F. Kennedy at 11:26 pm, 
Novenfcer 22, I963, ■ 

As you know, this is a hurried list of the evidence and not by any means a 
complete report. All of this evidence was released almost imirediately to the T, B. I. 
and, of course, has not been available to us for study. Vfe are, however, studying 
photographs and checking all information that we are able to obtain on these two 
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offenses and vill be atle in the future to give a coKplete report.
